The copolymer provides superior properties over known film fomriing agents in hair 
products. The copolymers may be used in any fonms of conventional hair products, such as aerosol. See, particularly, the abstract, col. 2, 
lines 56-65; col. 10, lines 14-58; col. 11, lines5-30, and the claims (claim 54 in particular) in US 6,395,265. Therefore, it would have been 
obvious to use the block copolymer of polyurethane and polysiloxane with any other film forming polymer in a hair styling composition. . 
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
